Ground Moles - 
Are After 
June Bugs 


by Willard E. Bosserman 
County Extension Director 


Ground Moles feed upon the 
larve of June bugs. This isn't 
. their only food, however. They 
feed upon earthworms and 
other soil insects also. 
One of the suggested controls 
of ground moles is to kill the 
dann hu

sui} insects. This is 
applying five (5) pounds of five 
percent (5%) chlordane gran- 
ules or dust per 1,000 feet of 
lawn. After applying the chlor- 
dane, wet it in by watering the 
lawnei ts. 

‘“T prefer the trapping method 
of controlling the ground moles. 
I haven't had much success 
myself, but my neighbor has 
and that helps control the moles 
on my property. Anyway. the 
best time to trap is in arly 
spring when the first rides are 
noted. 

I really wanted to write this 
to tell you about the June bug. 
It’s not really a June bug at all 
but a May beetle. It belongs to 
the scarabaeidae family of the 
order Coleopetera. The adult 
beetles appear in May, June 
and July. They are attracted to 
light and hang against the 
screen door on a warm summer 
ing. During the day they 


concealment. At night they 
come out to feed, and when 
they are abundant they destroy 
large amounts of foliage. 

The life cycle is quite inter- 
esting. The females enter the 
soil and deposit each egg in a 
bail of earth, some inches below 
the surface. The females select. 
sod land, especially in high 
areas or near wooded tracts. 
The eggs hatch in three or 
four weeks and the young 
grubs feed on decaying vegeta- 
tion; Jater they attack living 
roots. 

] have seen brown spots in 
lawns, perhaps two feet across 
or better. When you roll back 


_ the dead sod there. are dozens _ 


of white grubs, (June bug 
larve) about two inches below 
the surface. Either use them 


for bait or bring out the chlor-. 


dane. 

At the approach of winter 
they burrow deeper into the 
soil and hibernate. The next 
spring they come near the 
surface and feed actively all 


summer on the roots of grasses: 


or grains, or attack potatoes 
and other root crops. 

It is during this year that 
they do their greatest damage. 
The following winter it passes 
deep in the soil and the next 
spring they again come near 
the surface to feed. This time 
they feed for only a short 
period and then form rough 
oval pupal cells in the soil. 
Pupation takes place during the 
summer and the adults emerge 
from the pupal skins but remain 
in the cells till the following 
spring. 

Thus the life cycle from egg 
to the appearance of the adult 
in the spring again is three 
years. Three years isn't long 
for their life cycle; the seven- 
teen year cicada (locust) takes 
seventeen years in the soil to 
complete its life cycle.

ment of Jean Jacque Rousseau’s 
thought in his social contract. 
“Government should be a con- 
tract among the people them- 
selves, the individuals giving 
up some of their rights to the 

benefit of society.” 

Since the constitution was 
ratified in i789 a greater 
number of people have more 
voice in the destinies of their 
lives. Again to quote Rousseau, 
“A government should be one 
in which each member has a 
sense of belonging and a sense 
of participation.” The bill of 
rights amendments came two 
years after the ratification of 
the constitution. This gave us 
the freedom of speech and the 
freedom of religion. Freedom of 
religion also means the sepa- 
ration of religion and the state. 
A certain group's religion could 
not be put into law forcing 
everyone to abide by it’s belief. 

People’s religion has crept 
into law, however. Only re- 
cently were women given the 
freedom to choose to terminate 
a pregnancy. 

In 1789 the only people who

ing white males. It was only 
comparitively recent that wo- 
men could vote. The consti- 
tution was amended in 1920 to 
allow women suffrage. That is 
only 54 years ago. Even more 
recently were 18 through 20 
year olds given the right to 
vote. This happened only two 
years ago in 1972. So some 
things are still happening to 
give greater number of people a 
feeling of participation. 

Blacks in the south were still 
in slavery after the constitution 
was ratified. Not until 1870 
were the freed black given the 
right to vote. Even then a poll 
tax practically made void that 
amendment. Not until the 
decade of the 1960's did the 
black people gain anything like 
equality. 

Blacks were not the only 
slaves. Certain capitalists act- 
ually “owned” their employees 
by keeping them indebted to 
them. I read just last week 
where this was still going on 
with wood cutters in the south. 

Labor unions gave laborers a 
sense of belonging and par- 
ticipation in decisions that 
affect their lives. 

Over the years we gained a 
few freedoms and lost 2 few. 

‘The atithurs of “The Honest 
Politicians’ Guide to Crime 
Control.” recently published by 
the University of Chicago sug- 
gests outlawing ‘sin as a means 
of increasing freedom of choice. 

Their book suggests drunk- 
eness cease to be a crime. 
Neither the acquisition, pur- 
chase, posession nor use of any 
drug be a crime. No form of 
gambling would be prohibited 
by law, however, certain fraud- 
ulent and cheating gambling 
practices will remain criminal. 

The book was written in the 
late 1960's and this next 
suggestion has already come 
about, that is, abortion per- 
formed by a qualified medical 
practitioner would cease to be a 
criminal offense.

foreign trade association 
Raznoexport. Rhodes ad- 
ded that Winchester is 
interested in exporting to 
the Soviet Union. 

Soviet gunmakers demonstra- 
ted more than one hundred 
small arms for hunting and 
shooting. Among them there 
were quite a number of new 
products. At our request these 
are described below by Yevgeni 
Sabinin, director of the Tula 
small arms factory; 

“Twenty-eight and thirty-Iwo 
caliber guns are most popular 
with hunters. We have just 
started making new types of 
these guns. Those who prefer 
hammer-action guns will no 
doubt like the lightweight 10Z- 
54, which features a modern 
gun-stock and forearms forms, 
good firing stability. 

“Another novelty is the Bison 
gun with vertically arranged 
interchangeable barrels. This 
makes it possible to use the 
required caliber (9 or 12 mm) or 
a combination of both. Tula 
gunsmiths have also designed a 
new 5.6 mm carbine, the TOZ- 
55. The magazine halds 10 
cartridges. 

“Among sporting small arms 
mention should be made of the 
rifle TOZ-61 and the pistol 
TOZ-60. The cifte is distinguish- 
ed by a close pattern of 
shooting and good balance. If 
necessary, the sportsman may 
adjust the trigger pull between 
15 g and 2 kg. The sporting 
pistol TOZ-60 has a high firing 
stability. The balance of the 
pisio! has been improved, and it 
is possible to regulate the 
position of the hand. We find 
that the weapons made in 
Izhevsk are very popular, too. At 
the show the Izhevsk gunsmiths 
demonstrated their latest pro- 
ducts, notably the modernized 
self-loading big game carbine 
Medved 2 (Bear 2). Its magazine 
accepts four cartridges. The 
carbine differs from others in 
that it can be partially dis- 
mantled without tools. 

“The new small-caliber sport- 
ing rifle for shooting at a 
running deer--MBO-ll has a six- 
diameter optical sight. It is 
fitted with a height-adjustable 
butt plate, a moveable sidepiece 
for the butt and a compensator 
for stable shooting. 

“We hegan to. develon the 
Sporting rifle of the Rekord 
model after the Union Inter- 
nationale de Tir (UIT) decided to 
use large-caliber standard arms 
(76.2) at a distance of 300 
meters. Mounted on the rifle is 
a central dioptrical sight and a 
device for eliminating play in 
windage and elevation mecha- 
nisms. The sight is provided 
with a dioptre featuring a 
continuously variable aiming 
aperture. 

“Another rifle--BK-3 has been 
designed specially for the Run- 
ning Boar exercise. It is based 
on the well-known Ural model 
and has a sliding breech bolt 
with three locking !ugs. For 
convenient loading, it is equip- 
ped with a cartridge guide. A

“Shows in Houston and Chi- 
cago helped popularize Soviet 
hunting and sporting equip- 
ment. The result was a contract 
concluded between Taxnoex- 
port and American companies 
for the delivery if 1,250,000 
dollars worth of weapons.” 

“Exports of Soviet hunting 
small arms," said Vladimir 
Petrovsky, “have gcod pros- 
pects.

His name is not exactly a house- 
hold work, but Gov. Milliken obvious- 
ly thinks that’s not necessary for a 
young man’ named James J. Damman 
to be a good candidate for lieutenant 
governor. 

Now, let’s all give out a good, loud 
chorus of “James J. Who?” 

Damman is the name, and before 
the November election, most Michi- 
gan folks may have learned whether 
It's pronounced “Damm-man” or 
“Day-man.” 

Ending several weeks of suspense 
for Republican leaders and would-be 
lieutenant governors, Milliken has 
picked the two-term Oakland county 
state legislator from Oakland County 
as his preferred running mate.

Whew! That’s pretty high praise. If 
Jim Damman is all that good, 
Michigan is probably wasting him in 
the State House of Representatives, 
or even as lieutenant governor, if he 
should be elected. A man with such 
qualities should be at least gover 
if not something higher. 

Obviously that is what several 
people have in mind, Jim Damman 
probably among them. 

The chief role of lieutenant gover- 
norin Michigan is to be ready.

But mostly, on a day-in and day- 
out basis, the lieutenant governor 
gets ready, and waits. 

The incumbent No. 2 man, Li. Guv. 
Jim Brickley, either decided he was 
over-trained for the job, or got tired of 
waiting. At any rate. he made it 
known some weeks ago he was all 
through as lieutenant governor after 
this term. 

That set off a scramble among 
ambitious and—~or dedicated Repub- 
licans to take Brickley's place in 
Milliken’s shadow. After all, even a 
boy governor like Milliken can’t go on 
forever, and whoever played the No. 2 
role as lieutenant governor would 
have a leg up on the No. 1 job, one of 
ihese days. 

Jim Damman is now the man. He’s 
young. The geography is right; he’s 
from the metropolitan area. The 
religion is right. He's smart and 
attractive, and apparently he has few 
enemies. 

Gosh; that description sounds 
almost like what Sen. McGovern 
must have thought about Tom 
Eagleton, too. 

Are all those qualifications impor- 
tant in attracting votes to Milliken? 
Not in my opinion. 

It seems to me the voter is going to 
decide on the basis of who’s running 
for governor, and not who’s on the 
ticket for No. 2. lf a Detroit Catholic 
doesn’t like Milliken, he’s not going . 
to vote for the Milliken-Damman 
ticket just because Jim Damman is 
on it. 

The object of picking a running 
mate, it seems to me, is to find 
someone who could handle the top 
job if the need arose...someone with 


whom the top candidate can feel. 


comfortable and in whom he can have 
confidence...and most important, 
someone who will do the least harm 
to the ticket.

Caring For 
_ The Lawn 
During Summer 


By Willard Bosserman, 
County Extension Director 


Your lawn ought to be 
growing good now with all the 
rain we have been having. The 
extra water uses up the nitro- 
gen supply faster, however, 
Nitrogen is the plant food that 
makes the grass grow green 
and fast. Without it the grass 
tends to be a little on the yellow 
side and doesn’t grow quite so 
fast. 

If you ean find a fertilizer 
high in nitrogen now would be a 
yood time to apply some. It is 
difficult to tell you how much of 
any type of fertilizer because 
the amount of nitrogen varies 
50° much. fertilizer 
you use, do not apply more than 
two pounds of actual nitrogen 
per !,000 square feet of lawn. If 
you were applying a 33 percent 
ammonium nitrate you would 
need to apply only six pounds 
per 1,000 square feet to get the 
2 pounds of actual nitrogen. 

If the only fertilizer you can 
get is 12-12-12 then you would 
have to apply 16.5 pounds per 
1,000 square feet to get 2 
pounds of actual nitrogen. Then 
you are putting on a lot of 
phosphorus and potassium you 
don’t need. If you are near a 
lake or stream you probably 
don’t need any additional phos- 
phorus. It maybe washed into 
the hody of water. 

Nitrogen is particularly hard 
to find because one raw ma- 
terial for making nitrogen 
fertilizer is natural gas. The 
natural gas suppiy has been cut 
to the manufacturers of anhy- 
drous ammonium, the first step 
in making nitrogen fertilizers. 

There are other sources of 
nitrogen, animal manures are 
quite high. Garden stores, 
hardwares and even grocery 
stores are selling dried manure. 
Poultry and sheep manures are 
particularly high in nitrogen. 

If your grass isn't growing 

good, weeds tend to take over. 
2 4-D is the most universally 
used weed kijier in iawns. This 
is a basic ingredient. Many 
companies sell the product with 
varying amounts of other ma- 
terials in it. This is generally 
mixed with water and sprayed 
on. It doesn’t hurt the grass, 
‘but can kill other broad leaf 
-plants if it drifts onto them. 
Spray when there is no wind. 
You may be paying for your 
neighbors grape vine. Grapes 
and tomatoes are quite easily 
damaged by 2, 4-D. 

Some fertilizers come with a 
weed killer right in them. This 
works pretty good if you put 
enough on to do any good. 

I have some lawn weed 
control bulletins in the office. I 
couldn't offer any lawn care 
bulletins because the supply is 
all used up.

New 8-Week 
Lottery Game 


The Bureau of State Luttery 
today unveiled a new 8-week 
lottery game with u $1 ticket 
which goes on sale July 16. The 
first weekly drawing is July 25. 

The game, called “Jackpot.” 
offers an option of a top price of 
$20,000 per year for life or a 
third of a million dollars 
($333,333) in cash. That amount 
is guaranteed to the estate of 
the winner if the installment 
plan is selected. 

Jackpot differs from the 
regular 50 cent game (which 
continues unchanged) in that 
each $1 ticket contains eleven 
possible winning numbers and 
all prizes are in cash. Each 
number appears below a prize 
designation which determines 
the prize won if the number 
matches one of the winning 
numbers drawn. 

There are two 3-digit num- 
bers on each ticket which could 
win $50 prizes, four 5-digit 
numbers which eould win from 
$1,000 to $4,000 and four 6-digit 
numbers which could win week- 
ly prizes of $10,000, $20,000, 
$50,000 or $100,000. 

The eleventh number is the 
“Jackpot” number, appearing 
at. the top of the ticket. 
Matching the §-digit Jackpot 
number guarantees a weekly 
ticket holder of at least $20,000 
and a spot in the Jackpot 
Draw-vll ai the end of the eight 
week sale. Qne of the draw-off 
cuntestants will win the top 
prize of $20,000 per year for life 
or $333,333 cash, while second 
prize will be $75,000 and third 
prize $50,000. 

All tickets not winning a 
prize in one of the eight weekly 
drawings are eligible for a 
special’ Loser’s Drawing on 
September 19. Several 6-digit 
numbers will be selected that 
day and tickets having one of 
the Loser’s Numbers in the 
Jackpot Number box will win 
$2,000 each. There will be 
dozens of winners. 

An added feature of the 
Jackpot game. Lottery Com- 
missioner Gus Harrison said, is 
that one ticket can feasibly win 
more than one prize. While it 
will happen rarely, one ticket 
could win up to three prizes by 
matching the 3-digit, 5-digit 
and 6-digit number for that 
week. 

A bonus will be built into the 
current Regular 50 cent game 
for the next cight weeks as 
well, with bonus winners piay- 
ing a game that will determine 
the winning Jacekpot numbers. 
Tickets go on sale tomorrow for 
the first of the eight bonus 
drawings in the 50 cent game, 
with the first drawing on duly 
Mi. Domus winners ree a 
minimum of $1,090 and a 
chance to earn more. 

Regular 50 cent game draw- 
ings will still be held at 9:45 
a.m. each Thursday. Jackpot 
drawings will be held later in 
the day, with drawings taped 
for replay on CKLW-TYV (Chan- 
nel 9) in Windsor at 5:30 p.m. 
each Thursday. . 

Jackpot drawings will utiliz 
the 50 cent game bonus winners 
who will have a chance to win 
varied large prizes. 

Harrison said the Bureau of 
State Lottery has based its 
prize structure on the expecta- 
tion of selling 1,000,000 Jackpot 
tickets per week. No significant 
change is foreseen in the sale of 
regular 50 cent tickets during 
the eight weeks of Jackpot. 

“Summer is traditionally a 
‘soft’ sales period for all state 
lotteries.” Harrison said. “This 
special game is intended to 
offset the warm weather 
trend.”
